DEPENDS UPON TIMBER USED 


The idea th a t to cu rtail the u se of for­ 
est p rodu cts is in the b est interest of in­ 
creasing ou r wood su p p ly , is false, said 
A. Pdetcher Marsh, v ice p resident, Marsh 
and T ru m an Lu m b er Comp any , Chicago, 
in a recent radio address. 
It is b etter to 
increase the growth 
of forest m aterial 
ra th e r than to cu rtail the ou tp u t, he de­ 
clared. 
“ The trou b le with u s Americans is not 
th a t we hav e b een cu tting ou r forests and 
u sing them, b u t th a t we hav e not b een 
growing new ones,” Mr. 
M arsh states. 
“Now, we are taking u p th a t job . 
While 
we are waiting for the y ou ng trees to get 
b ig enou gh for sawing, we mu st rem em ­ 
b er that the woods are fu ll of aged and 
dy ing trees th a t ou ght to b e cu t and 
u sed if we are to p rev ent w aste— and 
th a t is as mu ch conserv ation as p lanting 
a y ou ng tree. 
“ Besides, y ou can only hav e so mu ch 
land for forest growing, and if y ou let the 
aged trees stand indefinitely y ou p u t off 
the time w hen y ou can p lant y ou ng ones. 
The tru ly p rodu ctiv e forest is in p erp et­ 
u al 
motion— old trees coming ou t and 
new ones coming in. 
It takes a certain 
v olu me 
of 
dem and 
to 
m ake 
it 
w orth 
while to b ring the old ones ou t, and so 
start the rotation. 
W herefore, y ou are 
ju stified, on conserv ation grou nds, in con­ 
tinu ing to u se forest p rodu cts w henev er 
and w herev er they seem to b e b etter than 
other materials. 
“ Doing so, we shall hav e trees and 
forests, wood and its p rodu cts, in p erp et­ 
u al su fficiency .”

RECKLESSNESS AND REGULATION 
Only a relativ ely small p er cent of a u ­ 
tomob ile driv ers are careless. 
Bu t they are su fficient in nu m b er to 
m ake driv ing on the highw ay s hazardou s. 
On a Su nday or holiday m any p eop le re­ 
frain from driv ing b ecau se of the h a z ­ 
ard. 
It is neither fair nor is it necessary 
th a t careless driv ers shou ld driv e others 
off the highw ay , to which and on which 
ev ery one has an eq u al right. 
Au tomob iles 
are 
safe, 
highw ay s 
are 
safe and driv ing p ractices mu st b e m ade 
safe. 
An oil comp any , op erating sev eral h u n­ 
dred tru cks, has not had a collision or 
accident on the highw ay s or at railroad 
crossings for a nu m b er of y ears, althou gh 
du ring th a t time its tru cks crossed rail­ 
road tracks more than 3 1,000,000 times. 
It selects its driv ers with p rop er care, 
instru cts them in safe p ractices and giv es 
them to u nderstand th a t failu re to stop , 
look and listen b efore crossing a railroad 
track, or failu re p rop erly to ob serv e tra f­ 
fic ru les and safe p ractices on the high­ 
w ay s will resu lt in dismissal from the ser­ 
v ice. 
It logically follows th a t p u b lic regu la­ 
tion of the same character wou ld accom­ 
p lish a like resu lt, and with au tomob iles 
increasing in nu m b er, with p rop ortional 
increase in congestion and h a z ard of ac­ 
cident, the p oint has b een reached and 
time has arriv ed for affirm ativ e legisla­ 
tiv e action in this regard.
